At the same time, the new language and 
tone also would seem to give expression to 
a group of industrialists, of uncertain extent 
and influence, which has been seriously af- 
fected by such recent events as Munich, fas- 
cist penetration of South America, and the 
advance of fascist plundering. They have 
glimpsed, also, the real visage of American 
fascism, and have been taken aback by what 
they have seen.

It is from this point of view that the 
ambiguous language of the new N. A. M. plat- 
form must be viewed. There is no doubt that 
the 17 versions which were fought over in 
the committee rooms reflected these various 
groupings; and the final document is a com- 
promise which shows the dominating in- 
fluence of the reactionaries using vague 
“progressive” language.

Nazi pogroms against the Jews, 
and their violent assaults against 
the Catholics, have awakened the 
American people, more than any- 
thing else, to the world signifi- 
cance of the Munich conspiracy. 
The tremendous all-embracing 
sweep of the protest movement 
against the pogroms lit up the 
world scene for the people of the 
United States; in its light there 
stood out for a new evaluation 
the betrayal of Czechoslovakia. 
That last democracy of Central 
Europe is now seen to have been 
a front-line trench in the defense 
of world peace. Its betrayal is 
seen as the betrayal of peace and 
democracy all over the world, in- 
cluding the United States. 

Against the background of Mu- 
nich our people now begin to un- 
derstand the new Japanese ag- 
gressions, and the insolent Jap- 
anese demand that the United 
States accept its closed door in 
the Far. East. Chamberlain's 
boasted “peace pact” with Hitler 
is seen in its true light as the 
removal of the Britisl. fleet as an 
obstacle to Hitler's plans for con- 
quest of Latin America. The 
Munich Pact, unloosing the flood- 
gates of reaction over Europe, 
strengthening Japanese aggres- 
sion in China, threatening Latin 
America with large-scale fascist 
penetration, moving through the 
Empire ties to bring Canada into 
its orbit, clearly envisages the en- 
circlement of the United States 
by the new coalition of the fas- 
cist powers with the imperialist 
ruling circles of Britain and 
France.

With singers as numerous as they are, and the artistic 
measuring tape as severe as it is, there are only two artists 
who, on the basis of their actual accomplishment, can fill 
Carnegie Hall. One is Kirsten Flagstad and the other is the 
Negro contralto, Marian. Anderson. Miss Anderson, the 


former singer in a church choir in 
Philadelphia, when poverty and 
hardship were no strangere to her, 
is now one of the rarest singers of 
our time. 

Since her return®to this country 
two years ago, followinz sensational 
successes in Europe, she has re- 
ceived universal recognition as 
America’s greatest concert singer. 
To hear her incomparably smooth 
and penetrating voice, illimitably 
rich in timbre, is to be witness to 
an art of song that spontaneously 
creates and holds moods—an art 
that so enhances music with pro- 
found simplicity, dignity and 
grandeur, that it sets up a mile- 
stone in the otherwise pale recent 
history of singing. 

Marian Anderson's first concert 
this year (Carnegie Hall, Dec. 6), 
offered the kind of serious, intense- 
ly musical program to which the 
singer has accustomed us. There 
was an aria by Purcell (“When I 
Am Laid in Earth”) and pieces by 
Veracini and Carissimi; three arias 
by Bach; Schubert lieder, and spiri- 
tuals.
